Can You Tell When the War Will End? 
Just a few questions, leaving ft to the reader to answer the 
one principally in the minds of the populace, when will the wai 
end? 
We assum e th at m ost Eagle readers have kejjt up with the 
Germ an criticism of the president’s answer to the pope’s peace 
proposal. 
It will have been noted that most ol 
that which 
em anates from the Russian press operated under Prussian mili­ 
tary direction has some very hard and ugly things to say, but there 
is an elem ent of the newspaper fraternity in Germany, small but 
intrepid which is not coerced by the kaiser and his crowd. 
It has 
a way of saying things th at are good for the people to kow, and 
for some reason those who make the utterances are not dealt with 
by the iron hand. 
It may be th at they have popular favor and to 
take stern measure against them would but be the beginning of 
the economic revolution, if not the bloody revolution which the 
German ruling party fears. 
This elem ent of the press is largely 
socialistic, which, in Germany, is about as near a counterpart to 
our democratic party as exists there. 
At tny rate it stands for the 
freedom of the people. 
This element of the press has taken quite 
a different view of the president’s note than has the Prussian 
military press and some of them have actually given the reply full 
endorsement. 
Germany contains a very large and strong social­ 
istic element, which is expressed in the reichstag. 
Since the war 
began, however, it has bowed to the will of the kaiser because the 
country was at war, and the only hope for a nation to win a war 
is to have behind it a united people. 
Recent events, not necessary to catalogue here, have indi­ 
cated m uch unrest in Germany because the kaiserbund has been 
lying to its people and slowly but surely they are finding it out. 
The arm y is impregnated with the report that the United States 
not only has no soldiers on the western front but will not have 
any. 
That offer of $100 by a German general for the first Ameri­ 
can taken dead or alive into his lines was probably inspired by this 
report given currency by the kaiserbund. 
Even the generals in 
the field perhaps do not know a tenth of w hat is going on in Rer­ 
un even as to the conduct of the war. 
It is proven th at some 
officers are kept in ignorance. 
They, then, beheve th at the United 
States is bluffing, and this particular general evidently believes 
the tale, else he would scarcely offer a big prize for an American 
soldier, as an American soldier is no more of a curosity than any 
other soldier. 
It appears that the German general just thinks 
“there ain’t no such anim al.” 
The socialists are finding out these things, as evidenced in 
the printed reports, and the allies are making extra efforts to get 
flnformation as to their viewpoint across the line to the German 
people, showing up the German ruling party in all its hideous 
light. 
Dr. Scheidemann, the socialist leader iii the reichstag, is 
quite outspoken, also, hence why should he not be expected to 
have something to say when it meets next week? 
And 
why 
should it not be expected that the reichstag will be prorogued and 
an election ordered? 
And if an election be ordered why is it not 
probable that the socialistic element will predominate, particular­ 
ly if they can get to the soldiers who are tired of the fighting, but 
will be permitted to vote? 
And, as is already the condition, why 
should there not be a socialistic victory in Germany, followed by 
the downfall of the kaiser and his crowd, at least politically? 
The German people are not of the tem peram ent to engage 
in violent uprisings, the war crowd being represented only by the 
kaiser, hence that sort of revolution can scarcely be expected. 
But is it not possible that they will insist on Germany making any 
sort of decent peace and at the same time revise the constitution 
whereby the kaiser will be shorn of much of his power? 
These are things devoutly to be wished for. 
The rem ainder 
of 1917 holds a possibility of their coming to pass. 


Pink Boll Worm Menaces Brazos 


Fighting the pink boll worm is no pink tea affair. 
The state 
m ent is made that the worm, which comes to us from Mexico, 
whence we acquired the boll weevil that cost the south hundreds of 
millions of dollars before it was controlled, will consume from 
ti5 to 90 per cent of the cotton crop. 
Ninety per cent of the crop 
is practically all of it, for it would be very unprofitable to harvest 
only that ten per cent. 
Mexico, of course, is not equipped as the 
United States for lighting any sort of pest, not having the agri­ 
cultural colleges and the strong agricultural organization that 
exists in this country. 
Furtherm ore, the Mexican climate is con­ 
ductive to the rapid propagation of any sort of pest, as they have 
no winters, no cold weather and no frosts or freezes, outside the 
m ountain altitudes. 
Cotton is produced there throughout the 
year, or it is possible to do so. 
But we have the advantage In 
having discovered the first of the worms. 
There may be others, 
however, and these may not be the first, but we think they are, 
and that fact is encouraging. 
Should they not be the first; 
should they be scattered over the state in spots like Hearne 
through importations of seed from Mexico, they will m anifest 
themselves next year in serious fashion, and through rapid m ulti­ 
plication they will take a good portion of the crop, unless the 
scientists know qf methods for their exterm ination or halting, as 
developed with the boll weevil. 
But should there be a serious outbreak of the worm, as seems 
possible, even though it be improbable, farm ers of Texas and of 
Brazos county, which is so close to Hearne as to m ake the situa­ 
tion all the more threatening for us, we should exercise prepared­ 
ness. 
Right now is a good time to begin to think about raising 
other crops should there be a failure of the cotton crop through 
the pink boll worm, or other things. 
On the sandy lands peanuts 
will come in for a good share of attention, but more attention 
than ever should be paid them. 
It should be possible to grow the 
sorghum s in this county. 
Broom corn, the price of which has 
run above $300 a ton, ought to be a good crop. 
The county 
agent or the college authorities can suggest plenty of substitutes 
for cotton, or kinds of crops to grow.

With the discovery of six more pink 
boll worms 
at 
Hearne, 
additional 
plans for an extensive campaign 
of 
eradication were formulated, accord­ 
ing to F. B. Paddock, entomologist at 
the Texas 
agricultural 
experiment 
station. 
Three of the 
worms 
were 
found yesterday in a field neighboring 
that in which the others were captur­ 
ed. 
The fight now has outgrown the lo 
cal stage and resolved itself Into 
a 
struggle to save the cotton of the en 
tire south- 
Hearne Is to be the base 
of operations. Already it has been de­ 
cided to retain there a group of scien­ 
tists to pursue a 
sort of training 
school course under the direction 
of 
pink boll worm specialists. 
Other en 
tomologists now on the ground will be 
sent to watch for the pest 
at other 
points having large cotton oil mills. 
It is planned to destroy 45 acres more 
of cotton in the Hearne district by use 
if specially designed burners. 
"The ultimate success of the 
cam­ 
paign depends largely on the Hearn • 
Chamber of Commerce,’ 
commented 
Mr. Paddock today. 
The “conferring 
group of five thus far has co-operated 
with the federal horticultural board to 
the letter.

and in Waco, which he understood 
is 
October 8. 
He then turned the petition over to 
County Judge Maloney, w ho looked up 
the law, which states that for county 
elections the petition shall bo signed 
by 250 qualified voters. 
The 
judge 
asked if all the signers were qualified 
voters, and E. S. Parks stated that as 
far as the petitions he circulated were 
concerned he asked everyone if he was 
a qualified voter before he accepted 
his name. 
There being some doubt as to 
the 
absolute certainty in the m atter it was 
decided to compare the names on the 
petition with those ob the poiltax roll,

The name of the 
first man on the petition as it was pre­ 
sented could not be found on the poll 
tax list, but the second and third were 
there.
